Charging that high school* 


fttreas preparation for college, 
the columnist says, "Only about 
15 per cent of students ever go 
to college for even one semester. 
So what are the schools doing to 
prepare the other 85 per c*nt for 
happy, successful living?"

We think the columnist should 


have recognized a few fact* -fee- 
ler* he sounded off on the schools 
We don't wonder why tiie schools 
have blundered, but how they have 
accomplished so much. 


It seems to us there is an old. 


basic conflict in America's atti- 
tude toward education and th« 
educated man. 
In some respects the scholar ha: 


been (perhaps still is) considered 
with some contempt. Many people 
are suspicious of the ivory tower 
scholar who seems out of touch 
with practical things. The results 
of the scholar's labors often do not 
produce direct, practical results 
and many wonder whether he is 
earning his keep. After all. the 
scholar remains in class, while 
others of his age are out in the 
world earning a living. 


On the other hand each of us 


knows parents -who scrimp and 
save to give their children a col 
lege eductaion. It's only natural 
They want their children to go be 
yond 
them 
in 
education 
and 


achievement. 


The tremendous social pres- 


sure on American youth to look 
upon college as its best goal is 
responsible, in some part, for the 
emphasis on preparation for col- 
lege while in high school. We 
must preserve the opportunity 
for such training.

But what of those land, as the 


columnist points out. they are in 
the maiontyi who do not have the 
desire to attend college? 


Do we have to teach them "The 


practical, everyday problems of 
life"" We've heard many employ- 
eis sav they prefer to tram new 
employes on the job. 


We think the libeial education is 


not outdated. Let the Scouts and 
the 4-H Clubs do '.he job they have 
set out to do. but let's not make 
our high schools "practical." 


Thp high school <hould teach 


the intangibles: it should foster 
nn intense curiosity about thr 
world and life. It should teach 
each student how to satisfy that 
furiosity. 
The four bnef year? of high 


s( hool should not be spent in trv- 
:ne: to teach the student any sub- 
ject in 
detail. Kathcr. !e( 
the 


schools be as broad as possible. 
Let them build an awareness of the 
traditions, the culture, the arts of 
our nation and our civilization. 


We'll be satisfied if the high 


schools will cultivate and irrigate 
the minds of the students. We're 
sure those students will be able to 
learn to couni pennies, applv a 
band-aid or stait a fne with three 
matches elsewhere.

West Virginia Pit Swept 
By Explosions and Fire 


President Naguib of 
Egypt Under Arrest 


FARMINGTON, W. Va. UB—Beaten by deadly gas in their attempts 


to rescue 15 miners, or recover their bodies, mining men Sunday night 
completed their grim task of walling up entrances of Mine No. 9. 


One man was dead. Fifteen were 


missing and presumed dead. 


The Jamison Coal Co. pit was 


rocked by a violent explosion Sat- 
urday. A second Saturday night 
sent flames roaring from the ven- 
tilation shaft. 


A third, a sort of pouf, shook 


the tiny mining valley Sunday eve- 
ning. 


The job of sealing No. 9, in an 


effort to cut off the flow of air 
and smother a fire burning deep 
underground, was completed late 
Sunday night. It will not be' re- 
opened until tests show the air 
inside is safe enough for rescue 
teams to enter. That might take 
davs or months. 


Rescue crews worked their iivay 


almost a mile down the slope and 
into the passageways of No. 9 late 
Saturday. Deadly carbon monoxide 
fumes from the mine fire forced 
them back. 


The decision to seal was an- 


nounced Sunday. 


State Mines Chief Frank B. Kling, 


visibly moved, explained. "There 


just nothing else we can do." 


He said the action- would remove 
any slender hope that some of the 
men might still be alive. 


Miners began walling up the five 


openings with the approval of John 
L. Lewis, United Mine Workers 
chief. 


Lewis, who spent two hours at 


the scene Sunday, said the seal- 
ing appeal ed to be the only course. 
He commended officials directing 
the operation 


No one could say what caused 


the explosion.

Nasser for 
Second Time 


Military Junta Says 
He Inspired Plot on 
Premier by Fanatics 


CAIRO. Egypt </PJ—Maj. 


Gen. Mohamed Naguib was in 
the 
political ashcan today 


after his ousters as Egypt' 
president by the ruling mili- 
tary junta. Premier Gamal 
Abdel Nasser, taking over as 
acting president Sunday, held 
undisputed control. 


Naguib, popular hero of the 1952 


revolution agamst ex-King Farouk. 
was charged with being- implicated 
in a recent unsuccessful plot bv 
the fanatic Moslem Brotherhood 
to assassinate Nasser. 


A long rivalry between the two 


soldier-politicians had flared into 
an open struggle for power last 
spring. Nasser emerged then as 
the nation's strong-man ruler. Na- 
guib became a figurehead ptes-i- 
dent. 


Vnder Arrest 


H« was unseated Sunday and 


placed under arrest in a govern- 
ment house outside Cairo without 
any major outbreak of violence. 


The capital remained still calm 


today, but the atmosphere was 
tense. 


Two civilians were killed and 


two policemen seriously wounded 
m a clash early Sunday, before 
Naguib's ouster, in suburban Heli- 
opolis. A government spokesman 
said the fighting occurred when 
police closed m on Youssef Talaat. 
fugitive 
leader of 
the Moslem 


Brotherhood's secret order, and his 
guards tried to clear the way for 
his escape, using machine guns 
and hand grenades. 


Confesses Plot 


The government said 
Talaat, 


taken into custody, confessed that 
Naguib had approved a brother- 
hood plot to kill Nasser and take 
over the government. 


Events moved swiftly after Ta- 


laat's confession. The 10 army of- 
ficers who make,up the Revolu- 
tionary Council met in an emer- 
gency session and assigned army 
chief Gen. Hakim Amer and Wing 
Cmdr. Hassan Ibrahim to notify 
Naguib of his ouster. At the same 
time the army threw a heavy 
guard around his official residence, 
Abdin Palace. 


Amer and Hassan escorted Na- 


guib to a home in Merg, eight 
miles from the capital. 


A special Cabinet meeting ap- 


proved tie council's action.

Jenner argued the Senate cannot 


vote censure because the "indict- 
ment is m error." He compared 
the Watkins group to a grand jury 
and said "you did not bring in a 
true bill," because it refused to 
consider "the most important evi- 
dence in this question." 


Tins "all important evidence," 


he said, was the fact that McCar- 
thy has been "fighting a conspira- 
cy."

A Wise Choice 


Politicians grown accustomed to thinking of the Su- 


preme Court as a kind of perenially green political pasture- 
land must have been disappointed when President Eisen- 
hower named a judge to fill the vacancy left by Associate 
Justice Jackson's death. 


From Franklin D. Roosevelt's day until now. all too 


many politicians have passed beyond the gates into the elec- 
tion-free paradise of the high court. There even came to be 
a reco-nized route of entry. Anyone elevated to be attorney 
^eneral of the United States was considered but a step from 
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the sacred portals.

It is true, of course, that Harlan's judicial career en- 


compasses a brief eight months. But behind him is a dis- 
tinguished record as a lawyer. Most recently he served as 
counsel to the New York State Crime commission. 


Moreover. Harlan comes from a family of judicial tradi- 


tion. His grandfather, who bore the same name, was a Su- 
preme Court justice for 34 years. 


The president may well have wished originally to choose 


a man of greater experience on the bench. But after the 
long Democratic rule of the White House, there are relatively 
few Republican judicial prospects young enough to give hope 
of extended service. 


Thus Harlan, 55. with a sound legal background. \vas a 


natural for the post despite his brief judgeship. 


His appointment, assuming it is confirmed by the senate, 


ivill alter the political coloration of the court from the old 
ratio of seven Democrats and two Republicans to a 6-3 setup. 
The Republican total includes Chief Justice Earl Warren, Mr. 
Eisenhower's first appointee. 


The Supreme Court, of course, is not a political body. 


Yet its members cannot be drawn from a vacuum. Since that 
is so. it would seem desirable to have the court reflect a rea- 
sonable balance of political vieWs. That will lead many times 
to a healthy canceling out of prejudices in the making of 
decisions. A 5-4 line-up would be better, therefore, than 6-3. 


So the president may hardly be assailed for having 


chosen a Republican. Little doubt exists that a Democratic 
president would name a Democrat. The important thing i 
that he has wisely tried to give at least "a part of the Supreme 
Court back to the judges. 


Perhaps the day has ended when a man with his eye on 


the Supreme Court will start life as a precinct captain.

Lewis was by this act "of coward- 
ice enabled to set up the Commit- 
tee for Industrial 
Organization, 


which retained the same sinister 
initials when it became the Con- 
gress of Industrial Organizations.

lent insurrection against the con- 
stituted governments of Michigan 


' and other states and of the United 


States. Yet. today, eminent clergy 
break bread with the CIO. And 
Phil Murray, a craven scoundrel 
who ran in the tram of the swag- 
gering Lewis, and with obvious 
Communists, was eulogized by pre- j 
lates as an altruistic "leader" of j 
of labor.

has ignored the worst that can be 
said of Youngdahl. The fact that 
he already had disparaged the in- 
dictment and thus may have pre- 
judged the case is the legal bone 
of contention.
